Justice Hughes, upheld the 
right of the Fansteel Metallurgi- 
cal Corporation to discharge em-j 
iloyes who seized two key bulld- 
tgs of the plant in a 1837 sit-1 
iown strike 
j 


Hughes characterized the "selz- I 


ure and retention" of the property 
as 
a 
"high-handed proceeding 


without shadow of legal right." 


A few minutes after the Chief 
Justice read his 
decision t the 
court refused to review the con- 
tempt of court convictions of SB 
Fansteel employes. 
They 
were 
charged 
with violating a state 
court injunction restraining them 
from 
continuing 
the 
sit-down 


strike and were given varying 
sentences. 


This was the third major de- 
cision delivered today 
by 
the 
high tribunal against orders by 
the 
National 
Labor 
Relations 


Board. 


The three wero the first Im- 
portant 
defeats administered to 
the board since enactment of the 
Wagner labor act in 1935. 


"The 
employes," Chief Justice 
Hughes asserted, "had the right 
to strike but they had, no license 
to commit acts of violence or to 
seize their employer's plant." 
"To justify such conduct because 


of the existence of labor dispute 
or of an unfair labor practice," 
Hughes continued, "would be to 
put a premium on resort to-force 
instead of legal remedies and to 
subvert the principles of law and 
order which He at the founda- 


_tlons of society." 
"As responden's (Fansteel) un- 
fair labor practices afforded no 
excuse for the seizure and holding 
of 'its building, respondent had its 
normal rights or redress. 
Rights of Discharge 


"Those 
rights, 
In their 
most 


obvious scope, included tho right 
to 
discharge 
the 
wrongdoers 


from Its employe." 
The two other labor opinions 


wero delivered by Justice Stone 
and Roberts. 
In a decision by Justice Stone, 


it set aside an order by the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board di- 
recting reinstatement of striking 
employes of the Columbian En- 
ameling and Stamping Company, 
Inc., of Terre Haute, Ind. 
Another decision, 
by 
Justice 


Roberts, set aside a board order 
directing the Sands Manufactur- 
ing Company of Cleveland, O., 
to reinstate 48 employes. 
Justice Stone asserted the board's 
conclusion that the Columbia com- 
pany had refused, to bargain with 
a labor union was '"without sup- 
port."

Fire- 
man J. S. Hudson of Amarillo suf- 
fered a sprained ankle when he 
and Engineer A. S. Walker, also 
of Amarlllo, rode the engine over. 
The overturned engine and de- 
railed cars blocked the main line 
of the road, and the blizzard was 
BO severe railroad men couldn't 
determine how long It would take 
to clear the track.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—,., 
"peace without union" between the 
CIO and the American Federation 
of Labor was being discussed in 
the capital today as tho possible 
outcome of President Roosevelt's 
appeal to end organized labor's 
civil war. 
Predictions were general In both 
government and labor circles that 
the two organizations, at odds for 
three years, would be much more 
likely to arrange a formal division 
of the union labor field than merge 
their forces. 
Although some experts were none 
to optimistic that even such a 
truce could be reached, they ox 
pressed certainty that John L. 
Lewis of the CIO would follow 
William Green of the AFL In ac- 
cepting the president's invitation 
to appoint a peace committee. 
Lewis was silent during the week 


end, but Green promptly selected 
three officials to represent the fed- 
eration In negotiations. 
Shortly after Green made known 
his position, the AFL yesterday la 
sued a general call for cooperation 
of government, business, labor and 
farmers in expanding production 
and putting men to work. It also 
suggested creation of a labor coun- 
cil to help advise tho government 
on economic problems. 
Chairman Thomas (D-Utah) of 
the senate labor committee told the 
senate today public hearings on 
amendments to the national labor 
relations act would be postponed 
pending developments of the peace 
negotiations. He said It would be 
unwise to hold public hearings 
during the negotiations, 
Public hearings had been sche- 
dufed to start March 10. 
Meanwhile, leaders of the AFL 
declared they would press their 
drive for congressional amendments 
to the labor relations act despite 
the suggested peace negotiations.

A committee of house republicans, 
recently organized to scrutinize 
President Roosevelt's emergency 
powers, swung Its spotlight today 
on his authority to alter the dol- 
lar's value.

President's monetary powers dur- 
broad Inquiry Into advlsi- 
f the United States' "con- 
tinuing to live under a managed 
economy." 


The committee's recommenda- 
tions, Wolcott said, may be com- 
pleted in tlmo for presentation at 
a conference of house republicans 
this week. 


Legislation to continue the pow- 
er of the chief executive to re- 
value the dollar, which expires 
June 30, comes up for consider- 
ation this week before the house 
coinage committee. 
Secretary 
Morgenthau recently 
told an appropriations subcommit- 
tee he hoped the President would 
be granted an extension of the 
devaluation authority, which • he 
described as "one of the most use- 
ful 'Weapons congress can place 
In the hands of the President to 
use In case of emergency." 
Wolcott and some other, repub-

LONDON, Feb. 27.—(/P)—United 
States Ambassador Joseph P. Ken- 
nedy told tho British government 
today drastic restriction of Jewish 
immigration Into Palestine and abo- 
lition of the British mandate over 
tho Holy Lnnd would have a "dis- 
astrous effect on publlo opinion In 
the United States.1' 


The ambassador saw Foreign Min- 
ister Viscount Halifax as Jewish 
delegates threatened to end a con- 
ference on the long-standing Arab- 
Jewish controversy unless Great 
Britain changed a plan to maka 
tho Holy Land an Arab state allied 
with Britain, with Jews there rele- 
gated to- minority -status. 
- It -Was' uhderStoba'-Kehnedy-'dl*1 
cussed the situation In the light Of 
a convention between tho United 
States and Great Britain signed 
Dec. 3, 1024, which stated that no 
change could bo made In the terms 
of the League of Nations mandate 
"unless such modification shall have 
been assented to by the United 
States." 


Viscount Halifax was reported 
to have told Kennedy tho British 
plan was by no means final and 
promised no change would bo made 
affecting American Interests in 
Palestine without first receiving 
approval of tho United States. 
Tho deadlocked throe-woek-old 
negotiations took such a bitter 
turn over the weekend, when tho 
British scheme was submitted in 
outline for discussion, Americans 
attending the conference were un- 
derstood to have booked passage 
homo. 


The British plan would end the 
Palestine mandate, restrict Jewish 
Immigration and Jewish land pur- 
chases in Palestine and shut the 
door to Jews who hoped to find 
haven there.

THOMAS CHARGES 
SPECULATORS BACK 
RELEASJ10AN LINT 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.-(/P)— 
Senator Thomas (D-Okla) charged 
today that cotton speculators who 
are "short" on the market were 
pressing for release of govern- 
ncnt loan cotton In an attempt 
o cash In on a price decline. 
The Oklahoma senator 
made 
.his charge at a hearing of the 
senate agriculture committee con- 
sidering several bills dealing with 
tho more than 11,000,000 
bales 


now under government loans. 
Thomas said he had a letter 
.'rom a member of the New York 
Cotton Exchange showing that 
'shorts" with cotton futures con- 
tracts for delivery during this 
year amounted to 2,204,600 bales 
on Feb. 21. 
"It Is obvious that those 'who 
are short want a lot of this 
cotton turned loose, to break the 
market for their own benefit," 
Thomas said. "If those short In- 
terests can get congress to re- 
lease cotton and break the mar- 
ket so the price drops a cent a 
pound, that would be $5 a bale, or 
more than $10,000,000 on that ex- 
change."

break by which speculators might 
profit.

Deduction For Depreciation 
The Revenue Act provides for 
"a reasonable allowance for the 
exhaustion, wear and 
tear 
of 


property used ' In the trade or 
business, including a reasonable 
allowance for obsolescence." 
For 


convenience, such allowance us- 
ually Is referred to as deprecia- 
tion. 
In claiming a deduction for de- 
preciation 
several 
fundamental 


principles must be observed. The 
deduction must be confined to 
property actually usod In trade, 
business, and—or profession, and 
to Improvements on real 
prop- 


erty, other than property used by 
tho taxpayer as his personal res- 
idence. In general, it applies to 
the taxpayer's capital 
assets— 
buildings, machinery, etc.—t h e 
cost of which cannot be deducted 
as a business expense. 
A lawyer, doctor, or other pro- 


fessional man may not charge 
off as a current expense the cost 
of a library used wholly In his 
profession, this being a capital 
expenditure and the library 
a 


capital asset; but he may deduct 
an allowance 
for 
depreciation 


based upon the useful life of the 
library. If part of a profession- 
al man's residence Is used by him 
for office purposes, a proportion- 
ate amount of the depreciation 
sustained may be deducted, based 
generally on the ratio of 
the 
number of rooms used for sucr 
purposes to the total number ol 
rooms In the building. The same 
principle applies If a 
taxpayer 


rents to others a portion of his 
residence. Under such conditions, 
however, the taxpayer must .In-

Automoble Deductions. 
With the number of automobile 


owners registering In tho millions, 
the question of deductons for the 
cost of operation 
and mainten- 
ance of a motor oar frequently 
arizes. Tho purchase price of an 
automobile, whether it Is to bo 
used for business or pleasure, can- 
not be deducted from gross in- 
come. If used for business, It Is 
a capital expenditure; If used for 
pleasure, it is a personal expendi- 
ture—both deductions being ex- 
pressly prohibited by tho income 
tax law.

ers. At Jaffa bursting landmines 
killed one Arab and wounded four. 
) These disorders brought the cas- 
ualty toll since the London peace 
conference opened Feb. 7 to about 
ISO.Both here and In Jerusalem, po-

damaged buildings 
and shattered vegetable trucks for 
bomb fragments likely to give clue 
to those responsible for the ex- 
plosions. Day and night curfew 
was invoked in Haifa.

Parkers, through violent death at 
the hands of the law, have long 
departed the Texas scene, and 
modern-day 
police 
efficiency 
makes slight the possibility that 
the Ilk will roam the state again, 
murdering, robbing and flouting 
the law. 


Time was when Hamilton, or 
Barrow and his female partner, 
could hold up, say, a filling sta- 
tion operator, shoot him to grat- 
ify 
a perverse inclination, and 
speed hundreds of miles before 
any organized search could be 
Instituted. 


Now, the miracle of radio and 


the speedy development of po- 
licing agencies make 
extremely 
hazardous the existence of any- 
one who seeks to emulate infam- 
ous outlaws of the past. 


Of course, Texas still Is plagued 


with criminals, but few if any 
are deliberate headline hunters— 
the vicious type who commit out- 
rangcous acts in the boldest man- 
ner.Texas has no public enemy sep- 
arated from his fellows by that 
or another designation to indi- 
cate a particular and continuous 
ferocity of operation. 
In the words of Homer Garri- 
son, Jr., state police director, "all 
law violators—from the smallest 
to the largest—are 'public ene- 
mies'." 


Garrison's antipathy to. peace 
breakers matches that of J. Ed- 
gar Hoover, tart-tongued chief of 
he 
G-Men. 
"Only 
occasionally," 


he says, "does a criminal become 
desperate enough to have law en- 
forcement officers center their, at- 
tention toward his capture. 
"Otherwise, 
Texas 
criminals 


are classified by this department 
as punks and rats. 
"The 
big-time criminals 
that 


pnce Invaded this state have long 
since been driven out of It or 
killed before they could get out. 
As long as the department 
of 
public safety and its numerous 
agencies are operating as 
effi- 


ciency as now, there will be lit- 
tle need for concern over al- 
leged 'public enemies.' 
"We will admit that a number 


of these rats have attempted to 
have themselves blown up to ex- 
aggerated 
proportions, 
but 
It 
doesn't take much of a criminal's 
rough life to deflate their ego." 


Probably the most 
dangerous 
man who may bo at largo with- 
in Texas is Irving 'Charles Chap- 
man, notorious bank robber want- 
ed by the state and federal gov- 
ernments. 
A Mississippi native, Chapman 


has been inside the Texas and 
Arkansas penitentiaries for bank 
robberies, at which profession he 
is considered an excellent hand. 
Chapman escaped the 
Easthnm 


farm of the Texas prison system, 
where incorrlglbles are kept, July 
8, 1937. 
Recently officers ambushed and 
wounded him In Mississippi, but 
he escaped. 
Officers have 
not 
said whether they have 
reports 


that he is in Texas at the mo- 
ment. 


A stocky thug 
with 
greying 


brown hair, Chapman is 41 years 
old, 
5 feet 7 inches tall, weighs 


152 pounds. He has blue eyes, Is 
of medium fair complexion, and 
bears bullet wounds In his fore- 
arm, right shoulder, both thighs 
and hip. He is a former 
road 
contractor, has tended bar, and 
bears a scar on the side of each 
eye.If you see him, call the police.

She had been a member of the 
People's Commissariat for Educa- 
tion, founded the Bureau of Poli- 
tical Training, and otok part In 
the movement that stared worn 
en's pioneer organlzalons. 


On Jan. 18, 1938, she was named 


a member of the Presidium, the

organization which 
acts as an executive and directive 
body between sessions of the su- 
preme council of the Union—the 
Soviet Parliament.
